France Delighted at the Success. . 
0 ’ : Paris, October 22. 
France is most delighted over the rout of the Zeppelin 
flest, At first it was believed that it was part of a gigantic 
double expedition to France and England, bt the fact that 
there were no bombs aboard those Zeppelins that were felled 
“< confirmed that the fleet ‘was retarning from England, Caught” 
in fog,’ they apparently had exhausted their petrol, drifted 
* south-westward before.the wind and found themselves in 
France beliéving that they were approaching thir own base. « 
They were all sighted at daylight. The first victim of gun- ° 
fire, which vainly tried to escape by ascending 16000tt.; fell in 
flamer at St. Clement. Five mutilated bodies lay'sround and 
others were buried in the debris. Its consorts, [49 and L50, 
were compelled by ‘aeroplanes to descend respectively at 
Bourbonne and Montigny-le-Roi. The crew of the former, ., 
_ Which is intact, were captured. The latter detached 2 
. ° destroyed car and re-nscended with four men. There is no 
news up to the present of the remnant of the sctllered flect. * 


Five Captured or Destroyed, | 
i Paris, Oclber 22, 
Apparently five Zeppelins were captured ‘or destroyed 

over France. Part of the fleet -of eleven which - 
vinvaded England got lost in the fog there and drifted 
to France. Three seem to have escaped. The remainder 
“were sighted at.daybreak and were harried by gunfiré and 

. geroplanes throughout France. One fell in fames at St. 
Clement and another,was captured intact at Bourbonne. A 
third caught in a tree. at Montigny-le-Roi.

etrainieg love of Obrist. People 
are rather fond of claiming that 
they “may he led bat will not be 
driven.’
